In this Equipage of two and two (till taking in his'Lordſhip.and 
his Attendants) the whole Body march toward Gmuild-hall , and 
from thence through King*s:flreet toward the Three-Cranue Wharf and 
Vintree, and there they cnter their ſeveral Barges, his Lordſhip ac 
the Stairs next Weſtminſter, the Company at another pair of Stairs, 
and the Gentlemen-Uſhers, and Budge Batchellors, and Foyns Bat- 
chellors to their Place of Retcction. | 

His Lordſhip being, Landed at Weſtminſter, and performing the 
accuſtomed Ceremony at cach Court, and come to the Exchequer- 
Bar, the Lord Chict Baron makes a Speech to him, which being 
ended, the Lord Mayor and his Retinue marching round JYeſtmu- 
ftey-Hall, repair to their (ſeveral Barges, and haften to Baynards- 
Caſtle, where the Batchelors are ready ſet in order by the Foot- 
Marſhal, as in the Morning, to attend him 3 and both Bodies con- 
joyned, do march up PaxPs-Jharf-Hill, into the Church-yard, and 
ſo into Cheapfide, where his Lordſhip is entertained with the firſt 
Pageant, which is thus deſcribed. 


The Firſt Pageant 


Epreſenteth a Wilderneſs , conſiſting of variety of Trees , 
Buſhes, Shrubs, Brambles, Thickets, inhabited and haunted 

with divers Wild Beaſts, and Birds of various kinds and cofours. 
In the Front of this Scene are two Negro Boys, praperly Habited, 
and mounted upon two Panthers, bearing the Banners of the Lord 
Mayor's and the Companies Arms. In the Rere of theſe, in the 
@ fame Pageant, is erected a ſtately Structure, formed in the Figure of 
a Pyramid, with four Triumphal Arches and in the Front-Arch 
fitteth a Perſon who repreſcuteth Orphezs, habited in a Silk Robe 
ſtriped with many colours, his Shoulder adorned with a large Scarf 
of Cloth of Gold, on his Head a Jong and criſpy hair, inveſted with 
a Ceſar's Wreath of Laurel, all the Leaves tip'd wich Gold; in 
his Hands a Lyre with firings of Gold , on which he appears in the 
poſiure cf playing 3 on his Legs are Buskins, laced with Silver, af- 
ter the Roman mode 3 upon cach Wing, of him a Satyr properly 
habited 3 which together with the Wild Ecafts are continually mo- 
ving, 
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ving, dancing, .curvetting, and tumbling to the Muſick. of a Satyr, 
which is playing on a Ho-boy 3 amongſt the which an aQive Bear 
takes hold of 2 rope (which is pendant from a. very high rope ex- 
tended croſs the' ſixeet) with his teeth, and paws, ſhewing \undry 
tricks.

Laſtly, clevated on the higheſt part of the Pyramid fits a female Ne- 
gra richly and properly adorned with Silver, Gold, and Jewels, re-
